JEFFERSON CITY, March 8— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today overruled motions 
bythe City of St. Louis for re- 
hearing and for modification of 
the commission order of Feb. 26 
authorizing a sharp increase in 
fares on St. Louis busses and 
streetcars. 

The ruling thus opens the way 
forthe new annual $2,275,000 fare 
increase to be put into effect at 
midnight tonight. 

Noting the sepgrate motions 
“had been carefully considered,” 
the commission merely found they 
should be overruled. Various 
errors had been alleged in the 
original increase order, principal- 
ly on the fact that an increase 
had been found necessary at all, 
and -also on the order’s finding 
that service was adequate and its 
failure to set up minimum stand- 
ards of service to be observed by 
St..Louis Public Service Co. 

Some Comfort for Crowe. 

There is some comfort, how- 
ever, for City Counselor James 
E. Crowe in a statem2nt made 
by the commission chairman, 
Morris E. Osburn, on the city’s 
request for detailed weekly re 
ports on the company’s opera- 
tions. 

Recognizing the commission’s 
authority to require reasonable 
operating reports from utilities 
under its jurisdiction, Osburn 
said the commission would ask 
the city and the company to get 
together on the type and scope 
of report the city wants and when 
agreement has been reached to 


bring the matter to the commis- | 


sion for ratification. He said the 
commission now is receiving de- 
tailed weekly reports from the 
Kansas City Public Service Co. 
on its transit operations.

2500-PINT BLOOD 
OF FER TOO MUCH 
FOR RED CROSS UNIT 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 8 
(AP)—The American Red Cross is 
trying to round up enough equip- 
ment and personnel to take the 
blood donations pledged by stu- 
dents at the University of Notre 
Dame. 


The Red Cross needs blood, but 
the St. Joseph county chapter is 
not equipped to take it the way 
the students want to give it— 
2500 pints at once. The chapter’s 
annual quota is 2100 pints, and 
the best it is equipped to take is 
about 300 pints a month. 

The students sent telegrams to 
Defense Secretary Robert A. Lov- 
ett and £E. Roland Harriman, 
president of the American Red 
Cross, complaining that the coun- 
ty chapter had turned down their 
pledge.

New Rate Schedule. 

Under the new schedule going 
into effect tomorrow, the basic 
cash fare rises from 15 to 17 
cents, permits are reduced from 
$1 to 65 cents but rides under 
them are increased from 5 to 10 
cents' and tokens at the rate of 
three; for 50 cents are introduced. 

The fare for children under 12 
years of age rises from 5 to 7 
cents. The student pass will cost 

-cents instead of 75 and can be 
used. as a pass without additional 
charge on school days from 7 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. At other times 
it may be used as a permit at 5 
cénts a ride and is also subject 
to zone changes. The new fare on 
downtown loop busses will be 10 
cents instead of 5, or the rider 
may. use snecial loop tokens at 2 
for 15 cents. 

New rates on express busses 
wilk be 20-cent single cash fare 
for adults, a token plus 3 cents, 
weekly permit plus 13 cents, and 
transfers from local service plus 
3 cents. Express.fare for children 
under 12 becomes 10 cents. 

Additional zone fares of 5 cents 
will be chargeu passeng¢rs cross- 
ing “the following zone points: 
Rock Hill road en the Manches- 
ter ‘line; Woodson road on the 
Woodson road line, and Page- 
Ashby express bus line, and at 
Ramona Junction, a transfer point 
betWeen Ramona and Berkeley 
bus lines.

He intends to stump the coun- 
try, practically state by state, in 
this year’s election campaigns, 
whether as a candidate for re- 
election, or the champion of the 
Democratic party’s national and 
congressional candidates. 

The President, who flew here 
from Washington yesterday, went 
to the beach this morning for a 
10-minute swim in the Atlantic 
and a sunbath at the enlisted 
men’s beach of this naval subma- 
rine station. 

This is Truman's eleventh trip 
to Key West since he became 
President. 


He plans to stay here for three 
weeks, unless there should be a 
change for the worse in the con-

Chief Counsel’s Motion 
for Directed Verdict of 
Acquittal Overruled —

ment, chief defense counsel Harry 
Blanton said yesterday in his 


opening statement to a jury in 
United States District Court. 

Blanton’s statement came after 
his motion for a directed verdict 
of acquittal for Finnegan on all 
five counts was overruled by 
United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen. The motion was 
made as the Government com- 
pleted presentation of evidence. 

Finnegan, who resigned _ last 
April while he was being investi- 
gated, is charged in five counts 
with accepting bribes to influ- 
ence his decisions as collector and 
with receiving compensation for 
services in claims and other pro- 
ceedings in which the Government 
was an interested party. 

Court in Recess. 

The Government ended its case 
on the fifth day of the trial. De- 
fense testimony will begin Mon- 
day and is expected to be com- 
pleted either Tuesday afternoon 
or Wednesday. The court was in 
recess today. 

Blanton said the defense would 
show that Finnegan was attorney 
for Saul, David and Harry Lich- 
tenfeld in*the purchase of the 
Warwick Hotel and Finnegan was 
to receive a one-third interest in 
the hotel as his fee. Later, how- 
ever, it was agreed that Finnegan 
was to receive $35,000 as his share 
in the profit on the deal, Blanton 
said. 

In one count of the five-count 
indictment against Finnegan, the 
Government charges he received 
$5000 from the Warwick Hotel 
Co., which collected $40,000 from 
the Government on a claim for 
$120,000 damages. The Govern- 
ment presented. evidence that 
Finnegan helped collect the 
claim, visiting offices in Wash- 
ington with the Lichtenfelds. 

Blanton in.his opening. state- 
ment, said Finnegan advised the 
Lichtenfelds that he would have 
no dealings with any government 
agency btcause federal employes 
are not permitted to negotiate 
with any federal agencies. 

Defense evidence will show, 
Blanton asserted, that Finnegan 
merely “went along” when the 
hotel officers were negotiating 
their claim in Washington. 

‘Didn’t Open His Mouth.’ 

Blanton insisted that Finnegan 
“never represented the American 
Lithofold Corp. in its application 
for an RFC loan” as charged by 
he Government. Finnegan, his 
lawyer said, was employed as ad- 
ministrative assistant to the Lith- 
ofold president, R. J. Blauner. 

Finnegan was paid “mostly to 
assist R. A. Blauner, son of R. J. 
Blauner, who got into financial 
,distress and was forced to leave 
the organization,” Blanton said. 
The younger Blauner was re- 
established with the firm through 
money advanced by Finnegan 
and by Finnegan’s assistance in 
waking eastern business con- 
tacts, Blanton added. 

Counts charging that Finnegan 
received money and furniture in 
return for leniency shown the 
Karol Kell Garment Co. will be 
refuted by defense testimony, the 
attorney said.

He said the group as soon as 
possible will make a study of the 
entire military payroll in the 
Washington area, which covers 
about 91,000 civilians and 70,000 
uniformed personnel, of whom 
21,000 are officers. 

Hebert said the subcommittee is 
by no means finished with its 
effort to ferret out “hidden” pub- 
licists on the payroll of the De- 
fense Department and the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. He said ‘he

expects the list of Pentagon pub- 
licity men will reach 500 before 
he is through. 


In response to the subcommit- 


tee’s request fos a list of such 
workers, the Pentagon furnished 
the names, positions and salaries 
of 184 persons. Hebert shortly 
thereafter made public another 
list, obtained “privately,” which 
. showed, he said, another 211 per- 
sons on the publicity staff of the 
Defense Department alone — not 
counting the staffs of the sepa- 
rate services. 

Hebert said he is sure other 
names will turn up as the sub- 
committee digs further. He repri- 
manded the military yesterday for 
failure to supply a full list, and 
suggested that the Pentagon “re- 
examine its conscience.” 

A Pentagon spokesman replied 
that Hebert originally did not 
make clear that he wanted a com- 
plete roster of information work- 
ers. Hebert asked for a list of 
persons holding certain specified 
jobs, the spokesman said, and 
these were provided.

much liquor is needed for medic- 
inal purposes came up in the 
United Nations Trusteeship Coun- 
cil yesterday during examination 
of New Zealand's stewardship 
over western Samoa. 

Nationalist Chinese Delegate

Wright of New Zealand to explain 
the following “medicinal pur- 
poses” impdrts to the island for 
the last nine months of 1950: 
-whisky, 2058 gallans; brandy, 880 
gallons; gin, 1150 gallons; beer 
and stout, 29,244 gallons. 

Wright replied that it all de- 
pends on what is meant by the 
term “medicine.” He said that 
western Samoa used to have com- 
plete prohibition, but that now 
liquor was controlled only in the 
interests of the indigenous popu- 
lation. He said the liquor imports 
were not great in relation to the 
total population—81,000.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The article, “Why Price and Wage 
Controls,” by Harvey Levin, reprinted 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion, raises 
several questions of interest. 


Mr. Levin’s presentation leaves to 
the reader the implication that in- 
formed opinicn lies solidly behind di- 
rect controls and that “commentators” 

ome champion anything else. This, I 

lieve, is dangerously misleading. A 
substantial proportion of the American 
economic profession deplores the use of 
direct controls. 


Secondly, Mr. Levin accuses critics 
of price-wage and other direct controls 
of vagueness in failing to specify where 
spending may be curtailed. This is 
simply a refusal on Mr. Levin’s part 
td’ accept the possibility of the national 
budget’s being curtailed. 


It can hardly be said that Senators 
Taft, Byrd, and Douglas have been less 
than specific in their recommendations 
for paring the budget; no more can 
they be thought to be uninformed. Mr. 
Levin simply assumes, and does not 
attempt to demonstrate, that “cutbacks 
in the outlay on education, health, so- 
¢ial security, and so on, would also 
be rash indeed.” 


If Mr. Levin refuses to accept smaller 
expenditures in any, particular area, 
then his argument that expenditures 
cannot be cut is simply irrelevant, a 
tautology. 


Finally, Mr. Levin proceeds to a dem- 
onstration that taxation and credit poli- 
ies are “powerless to do the job.” The 
ist of the argument seems to be that 
rises in prices and costs are not amen- 
able to credit, tax and related policies. 


, This, I think, flies in the face of 
gound economic thinking. Whether they 
e the right tools for the job is a 
rther question, but I deplore Mr. 
Levin's lack of any sort of a precise 
rebuttal and his glib: conclusion that 
the need is for direct controls.

Because the Democrats may be expected to 

issue, a special responsibility falls 

on the Republicans. Without Republican help, 

the Southern Senators who have taken the lead 

in fighting Mr. Truman’s reorganization cannot 
hope to block it. 

In committee, the Democrats split four in 
favor of the reorganization plan and two against 
it, while the Republicans split one in favor and 
five against. . 

Margaret Chase Smith of Maine was the only 
Republican to support reorganization. Those 
who opposed it, all of whom have done their 
share of screaming about the Internal Revenue 
scandals, were McCarthy. of Wisconsin, Mundt 
of South Dakota, Schoeppel of Kansas, Dworshak 
of Idaho and Nixon of California. 

Is this to be the pattern of Republican voting 
on the floor? Are the Republicans going to make 
political capital of the tax scandals, and then 
vote to perpetuate the system of political control 
which makes the scandals possible? President 
Truman is right in saying that millions of tax- 
payers will be watching next week to see who 
stands where. 


City Workers and the Deficit 

The Civil Service Commission is being asked 
to consider wage increases running to about 
$2,500,000 a year for city employes. In general 
a rather strong case can be made for these 
increases. 

For example, few persons would argue that 
craft workers employed by the city should not 
be paid at approximately the rates prevailing in 
private employment. If anything, an even strong- 
er case can be made for other city workers. 
These are seeking an increase of $30 a month. 
Their wages -have not been raised since the 10 
per cent increase of January, 1951; and it is 
pointed out that for,some there actually has 
been a decrease in take-home pay because of 
tax increases and the Social Security deductions 
which are now made from their checks. 

Well and good, but how would the city pay 
any increases which might be granted by the 
Civil Service:Commission? The prospect is that 
the cumulative municipal deficit will stand 
around $5,500,000 at the end of the fiscal year 
which is only a month away. Nor is there 
any prospect that current sources of revenue 
will allow the city to make up the deficit, let 
alone to assume higher operating expenses, in 
the next fiscal year. 

Is it fair, however, to ask city employes to 
work for sub-standard wages just because the 
community finds it difficult to pay what a job 
is deemed to be:worth by other. employers? 
Especially since the lag in city wage standards 
is likely to grow worse, it may soon become 
difficult to recruit first class municipal em- 
ployes. : 

The answer to the problem is the earnings 
tax. If it were still being collected, a reasonable 
wage increase would be possible. Until the Leg- 
islature renews the city’s authority to collect 
the tax, there is little cheer for those on the city 
peyroll. 
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Teen-Agers and Child Molestations 

Analysis of the 379 sex offenses committed 
against children in St. Louis last year shows 
how mistaken is the penal approach principally 
pursued in handling these offenders in Missouri. 


One third of all the persons charged with sex 
crimes against children during the year were 
between 13 and 17 years old—children them- 
selves, or just growing up from childhood. 
There was no other similar age concentration, 
according to Arthur C. Meyers Jr., who made 
the analysis. Mr. Meyers is assistant professor 
of economics at St. Louis University and con- 
sulting statistician to the St. Louis Police 
Department. 

Mr. Meyers’ figures suggest that an increas- 
ingly vigorous program to combat juvenile de- 
linqguency might do more than all the laws in 
the books and all the cells in the prisons to 
deal with the problem of sex ‘offenses against 
children. The extent to which these offenses are 
concentrated in the teens is a positive indication 
that what is being done in that regard in St. 
Louis falls short of being enough. 
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No “Independent” Voter? 


In the Taft camp there is a growing tendency 
to declare the so-called independent voter a man 
of myth. Robert A. Taft Jr.. spoke for his fa- 
ther’s New Hampshire. campaign and_ said: 
“These independent voters we hear so much 
about are to a great extent non-existent; théy 
pay no attention to politics.” 

This will be news to the independent voter. 
And the answer to it is that if everybody is born 
a little Democrat or a little Republican, and 
there is no independent voter, then the Republi- 
can party may as well roll over and play dead. 


Ever since the 1928 election the G.O.P. has 
regularly taken its licking in presidential elec- 
tions by from two to eleven million’ votes. Since 
ther its own vote has grown only a half million 

‘while the total vote has increased™tforé than 
nine million. So the Republicans Still have to 
gain several million votes to win, and they can 
hardly spurn the voter who might, given an ap- 
pealing candidate and platform, change sides. 

Senator Taft himself is quoted by a spokesman 
as saying his group “could not afford to concen- 
trate on the 10 per cent intellectual. fringe, 
which weighs the issues and might be pulled 
over to me-tooism. The selling job has to be 
done oz= the big »ulk.” 

What this means is an effort to get the non- 
voter to vote. Maybe Mr. Taft can induce him 
to, but the number of non-voters has increased 
since 1940. The Senator will have to prove a 
more magnetic candidate than Wendell Willkie, 
who set the G.O.P. record ag a vote puller. 

As for that 10 per cent “intellectual fringe,” 
jit is not to be snubbed for its intelligence. For a 
“10 per cent switch in 1948 would have given the 
Republicans a victory—something they have long 
done without. 

Perhaps this vanishing act with the independ- 
ent voter is an answer to the- Eisenhower -stra- 


tegists, who maintain that a G.O.P. candidate 
simply has to win such voters to win himself. 
But it is a poor answer and about 20 years late 
for the we-can-win-anyhow complacency. The in- 
dependent voter remains a flesh and blood fel- 
low. He is nobody to snub at election’ time. 
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Electing Six State Senators 

What will happen if the Missouri Supreme 
Court knocks out the gerrymandered state sen- 
atorial redistricting in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county? | 

The question has in effect been raised by the 
St. Louis County Board of Election Commission- 
ers, which believes the procedure set down in the 
statutes covering a situation of this kind is 
unconstitutional and void. 

Under the rule, candidates for the six sena- 
torial seats that will be at stake—four in St. 
Louis and two in St. Louis county—would be 
required to run in the state at large for party 


nominations in the August primary, and for 


election in November. 

That peculiar and distasteful possibility grows 
out of the fact that the final date for drawing 
and certifying new districts has passed. It was 
March 1. Thus if the court invalidates the two 
sets of gerrymandered districts that have been 
certified, it appears that the rule requiring nom- 
ination and election in the state at large be- 
comes operative. ' 

In this circumstance every registered voter 
in Missouri would be privileged to be a party 
to the election of each of these six senators. 
But this would deprive the people of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county of their right to represen- 
tation by Senators of their own choosing. For 
the choice would be made by all the people of 
the state, not solely by the people of the political 
subdivision entitled to the representation. 


Senate seats already have been allotted in bulk 
to St. Louis and St. Louis county as a result of 
work by the Senatorial Apportionment Commis- 
sion, set up by the State Constitution. Even if 
the County Council and the St. Louis Election 
Board have not produced constitutional districts 
within their jurisdictions, each area still has 
the exclusive right to the seats assigned it by 
the commission. This right would be jeopard- 
ized, if not lost entirely, if the seats were filled 
in a state-wide election. 

The law outlining this repugnant procedure 
also states, however, that persons so nominated 
and elected must reside in the city or county 
entitled to the Senate seats. This would prevent 
someone from Kansas City, say, seeking one of 
the seats from St. Louis. And it also would 
indicate, so we hope, that candidates should 
run at large strictly within the city or county in 
which they live. 

Fortunately this situation has been called to 
the attention of the court. If it voids the two 
gerrymanders, as we feel it should, it may also 
suggest a clear and simple formula for election 
of four senators in St. Louis at large and two 
in the county at large. The voters may well 
need one! 
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Time to Register 

This is an important election year, and the 
will of the voter as expressed at the polls next 
November will be felt around the world. In 
Missouri, we will elect a Senator, 11 new Con- 
gressmen and a Governor, as well as participate 
in electing a President of the United States. An 
opportunity such as this comes only every four 
years. , ; 

But.to be a part of these important decisions, 
a citizen must be registered as a voter. The 
Board of Election Commissioners has begun a 
drive to help voters who have moved effect 
transfers of registration by filling out a simple 
form. The form was published in an advertise- 
ment in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, and can be re- 
turned by mail. 

New voters not yet registered may do so at 
the board’s offices, 208 South Twelfth boulevard, 
between 9 and 5 during the week and between 
9 and noon on Saturdays. 

You cannot vote -unless you are registered, 
and the best way to get registered is to do ‘it 
early. 
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A U.N. Eye on Syngman Rhee 


In the three months that will elapse before 
the presidential election in Korea, the United 
Nations may prevent the situation from becom- 
ing quite an ugly one by keeping a watchful 
eye upon it. 

@ resident Syngman Rhee has never shown a 
disposition to stop short of extra-legal and ter- 
rorist methods in order to get his way. Even 
before the Communist invasion he was engaged 
in a running fight with the legislative and 
judicial branches of his government, in which 
he did not hesitate to arrest legislators, prose- 
cutors and judges for the simple crime of dis- 
agreeing with him. 

Now Rhee is striving to rig the Constitution, 
as Juan Peron did lately in Argentina and for 
the same purpose, to succeed himself. He is 
saying that he will not rest with the Assembly’s 
rejection of his amendment to take selection of 
the president out of the Assembly’s hands and 
submit it to direct vote. 

Direct election might be a very good thing 
under normal circumstances, but President Rhee 
does not advocate it for idealistic reasons—he 
is for it on purely opportunist grounds. The 
National Assembly, which he has been _ sub- 
jecting to force and terror, is rather unlikely 
to respond by re-electing him to the presidency, 
and his hope lies in taking the choice out of its 
hands. 

Rhee’s mutterings can mean that he means 
to do by force what he cannot do by law, and 
there is little reason to doubt that he means 
what he says. There are two good reasons why 
the U. N. should do all in its power to see to it 
that the coming election in the Republic of 
Korea is legal, free, and honest. 

One is that the world is judging the frée 
nations. by what it sees in the Korean republic, 
and it has seen too much that is bad already, 
thanks mainly ‘to Rhee. The other is that Korea 
and the democratic world now stand a good 
chance to rid themselves of the Far Eastern 
fascist who has been an old man of the sea upon 
their backs since the United States made the 
grievous mistake of putting him into the presi- 
dency when the peninsula was liberated.

Ben Eiseman, of Washington U., carried modern surgery to Thai- 
land’s hinterlands for the State Department; his instruments 
brought tears to eyes of local doctor, who could only use penicillin 
for ruptured appendix; farflung Far Eastern project his brain-child.

Wailing through the tall teak trees in 
the Thailand forest. came the witch doc- 
tors’ incantations, the maddening clamor 
of drums and gongs. 

A young girl,was in the hands of a 
powerful medicine man from America, 
who had claimed he would cure people. 
Instead, with a knife as fast and sharp as 
lightning, he was cutting them. Her par- 
ents had given permission for her ugly 
harelip to be mended by surgery. 


The watchers wept as the American me- 
thodf@ally proceeded with the operation; 
and after the patient had been carried 
limply to an adjoining room, they went to 
her home to prepare for her funeral. 


Several weeks later the entire village 
turned out to welcome the surgeon back. 
The young woman presented him with a 
hamper of exotic fruits and, in a voice 
that had lost its monotone flatness and 
was clear and resonant, told him, “I will 
always be grateful to you for making me 
pretty. Now I will marry.” 

This remarkable meeting between Amer- 
ican medical science and age-old supersti- 
tion resulted from one of modern medi- 
cine’s most farflung projects—a program 
to raise the standards of health and medi- 
cal education in Thailand, Burma and 
formosa 


The project was born in the fertile brain 
of Dr. Ben Eiseman, the young surgeon 
who mended the harelip. Tall and slender, 
with gray-blue eyes and strong chin, at 34 
he is an instructor in surgery at Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine, St. 
Louis, assistant dean of postgraduate stud- 
ies, and an outstanding member of the 
staff of Barnes Hospital. 

The State Department sent Dr. Eise- 
man to Thailand after that government 
had asked help in setting up a modern 
medical system. 

Dr. Eiseman found the 1,000,000 popula- 
tion of Bangkok, Thailand’s only large city, 
served by 500 doctors with a fair knowl- 
edge of modern surgical techniques. But 


the remaining 17,000,000 people in the in- 


terior were being treated by only 700 doc- 
tors, who knew little about up-to-date 
medicine. 


As he and his group neared one village, 
they were met on the jungle road by a 
messenger who urged them to hurry. A 
woman was at the point of death and there 
was nothing the local doctor could do. 


Dr. Eiseman’ found the patient, a beau- 
tiful young woman, with all indications 
that her appendix had burst and peritoni- 
tis was setting in. He rushed her to the 
village’s four-bed hospital and put his in- 


struments in his charcoal-burning sterilizer 
for an immediate operation. 

The elderly local doctor, aware of the 
seriousness of the situation, said softly, “I 
hope you can save her. She is going to 
marry my only son when he returns from 
America. He is studying medicine there so 
he can give our people the kind of aid 
you have come so far to render.” 


Dr. Eiseman deftly removed the appen- 
dix, then invited the Thai doctor to suture 
the wound and complete the operation. 


Tears glistened in the older man’s eyes 
as he shook his head. “This is the first 
time in 25 years of. practice that I have 
seen such instruments,” he said. “And it 
is almost that long since I have operated, 
for I have not had the tools.” 


“How then do you handle an appendix 
flare-up?” 

“If I have an abundant supply of peni- 
cillin, I try to break the infection with 
massive doses. My help ends there.” 

Unpretentious as was his Navy surgical 
kit, which he had carried during World 
War II, Dr. Eiseman realized now that it 
was a psychological mistake to have equip- 
ment which the rural doctors did not 
possess. c 

Late that night he roused a runner and 
sent his kit to Bangkok with a note read- 
ing, “Good instruments are embarrassing 
back here. Please keep these until I re- 
turn.” 


In the next village he was to perform 
plastic surgery and skin grafts on a little 
boy badly scarred by burns. 


Doctors from miles around watched as 
he placed the youngster on the operating 
table, administered a local anesthetic, then 
turned to them and asked, “Will one of 
you doctors lend me a scalpel?” 

When the astonished Thais could not 
produce even a penknife, the doctor sent 
arn intern to the market place to buy a 
kitchen knife. Eiseman honed it to razor 
sharpness ani performed the operation. 

As Dr. Eiseman traveled through the 
country, he initiated plans for the most 
up-to-date medicine and surgery to be- 
come a permanent part of Thailand’s med- 
ical services. 

Doctors, nurses, and teachers in special- 
ized fields of medicine have taken up 
where Dr. Eiseman left off. Among them 
is Dr. C. Read Boles, outstanding St. Louis 
pediatrician, who volunteered after hear- 
ing Eiseman tell how hundreds of Thai 
children die in their first year. 

Meanwhile, Thai students and doctors 
are enrolling in American medicine schools 
to learn our skill at firsthand.

MIAMI, Fla. March 8 (UP)= 


67-year-old hermit between tie 
eyes to steal the man’s guns and 
money was placed in custody of 
juvenile authorities today. 

The youth, 15-year-old Charles 
(Chuck) Calhoun, confessed after 
hours of questioning yesterday 
that he shot Harold F. Whiddon at —

for a ride. 


Juvenile Judge Walter Beck- 
man took custody of Calhoun and 
said he would set a hearing to 
determine how to handle the case.

‘youth “a killer with ice water in 


his veins” and said he would 
bring first-degree murder charges 
against Calhoun. 

The boy said he didn’t “want 
to kill’ Whiddon but merely 
wanted “his guns and money.” 

Police became interested in Cal- 
houn when his stepfather, Gar- 
rett Calhoun, notified officers that 
he didn’t believe the boy's story 
that “a nice man” loaned him 
the automobile. 

Officers broke into Whiddon’s 
uncompleted, Spanish-style mah- 
sion Thursday night and found 
the hermit sprawled on a couch, 
clad only in his shorts and with 
a bullet hole between his eyés. 

Calhoun first denied any knowl- 
edge of the shooting but after 
prolonged questioning, he ad- 
mitted killing the elderly man 
withan antique .22-caliber pistol 
as Whiddon lay on the couch, 

The youth said he .took Whid- 
don’s wallet with $110 in it, 
picked out a shotgun, a .22 rifle 
and long-bladed machete. He said 
he left after feeling the recluse’s 
pulse and heart, “figuring he was

FROM NOW ON moviegoers will want to know 
a lot about Charlton Heston. To begin with, he 
was television’s first major contribution to pic- 
tures. Secondly, he was signed without benefit of 
the customary screen test. 

He has made only three films, but Heston, like 
many newcomers who skyrocket to stardom almost 
overnight, has devoted most of his life to the 
acting craft, has.a solid acting background which! 
embraces radio, television, stage, “little-theater” 
and stock. Apparently one of the most intelligent 
thespians ever to hit the town, Heston has many 
pet theories on acting. He believes that a film 
player must perform in the other mediums, such 
as television and the stage, if he hopes to advance 
in his profession. Unlike some Broadway actors, 
however, Heston doesn’t knock Hollywood but 
points out that pictures offer many advantages. 

“One thing I like about this medium is the fact 
you get a real chance to live the part you're play- 
ing,” Heston explained. “For example, during the 
filming of the circus picture, in which I play the 
manager, I lived with the outfit for six weeks. 
Similarly, for ‘Warbonnet,’ which deals with a 
white boy reared by Sioux Indians, we went to the 
actual locale of the story, the Black Hills of South 
Dakota, and lived with Indians. This is not possible 
on the stage or in television where your research 
must be confined to public libraries.”

A NATIVE OF CHICAGO, Heston began his 
acting career in grammar school productions in 
Evanston, Ill., later studied drama at Northwestern 
University. To help pay his way, he worked in a 
number of radio shows, including “Terry and the 
Pirates” and several soap operas. Today, he rarely 
listens to the radio. 

From college, Heston went into war service, 
spending three years with the Eleventh Air Force 
in theeAleutians. Upon discharge, he and his wife, 
actress Lydia Clarke, went to Asheville, N.C., as 
co-directors and leads in the Thomas Wolfe 
Memorial Theater, acting in and directing a series 
of stock repertory plays. 

The following year, Heston’s first on Broadway, 
he was a member of Katharine Cornell’s company 
in “Anthony and Cleopatra,” going from one role 
to another, finally finishing in that of Proculeius, 
Caesar’s lieutenant.

HIS SECOND BROADWAY season found him in 
“The Leaf and the Bough,” a short-lived affair 
with Dick Hart and Coleen Gray. The third season, 
he played opposite Martha Scott in “Design for 
a Stained Glass Window,” another doomed produc- 
tion. It was during this period that he discovered 
television, a medium which, although he didn’t 
realize it at the time, was to prove the turning 
point in his career. He appeared in several “Studio 
One” productions, and one of its kinescopes that 
landed in Hal Willis’ living room caused the pro- 
ducer to go into action. 

“Mr. Wallis phoned and asked if I'd fly to 
Hollywood for a screen -test,” Heston recalled. 
“I told him I couldn’t because I was rehearsing 
with Martha Scott in ‘Design for a Stained Glass 
Window.’ Besides, I had a beard, which the stage 
role demanded. So he signed me anyway. It was 
sure a lucky break for me that* the play did a 
turkey. We folded within a week. So I hotfooted 
out here for the movies.”

DESPITE THE FACT he’s well on his way to 
top stardom, Heston feels there is a lot to learn 
about acting. <A perfectionist at heart, he says 
he’ll never be satisfied until he can become as good 
an actor as his idol, Laurence Olivier. His goal 
is high, but after talking to him no one could sell 
him short on anything he sets out to do. 

“Olivier is one of the reasons I'll never get the 
idea I’m God's gift to the acting profession,” he 
declared awesomely. “I saw ‘Hamlet’ four times 
and ‘Henry V’ six or seven times. The guy is so 
good that whenever I watch him work I feel like 
turning in my Equity card.”

HAT’S the matter with an only child? Mrs. T. raises 
“My unhappy marriage has just ended 


tion. 

Were, veer, court,” she relates. “My husband and I 
quarreled all the time. Fach of us is an only child, I've 
heard it said that one only child is bad enough but two mar- 
ried to each other are hopeless. Is that true, Dr. Popenoe? 
Is the only child a defective or abnormal in some way? Is he 
doomed to failure?” 

I hope not, Mrs. T., since probably one person in every 
four who reads this column is an only child. In most parts of 
the United States, Canada, Great Britain and Europe, at least 
one in four of the population is an only child; so the question 
you raise certainly deserves a careful answer. 


* * 

EVERYBODY ae: I suppose, that it is easy to 
spoil an only child. The parents may be over-anxious about 
his welfare, or may feel guilty (unconsciously) because they 
had only one child. In either case they do too much for him. 
He grows up thinking that he should have more attention than 
others, that he should always be under the spotlight at the 
center of the stage; and it is not easy for him to give up this 
feeling when he marries. The studies on the subject are 
somewhat contradictory, but it does appear that when two 
persons marry, each of whom is an only child, they are likely 
to have more difficulties than other husbands and wives. 

In the study made by sociologists Burgess and Cottrell at 
the University of Chicago, the combination of “only with only” 
was found to produce a smaller number of “very happy” mar- 
riages than any other combination.

IT WAS SOUND sven Geen, when Benjamin Frank- 
lin advised his young friend to select a wife from a large 
family. Of course, there are cases in which children from an 
extremely large family experience hardships or handicaps that 
sour them on marriage. 

But certainly the “only child,” or, as biological studies 
sometimes call him, the singleton, is not doomed to anything, 
Mrs. T. The difficulties he (or she) has are no different in 
general character from those of others. Selfishness, over- 
dependence on parents, desire to be waited on—these can be 
found anywhere. 

Take an inventory of yourself, Mrs. T., and ask just what 
traits actually led to your failure in marriage. You might be 
helped by my rating scale to measure success in marriage.

NOW NOBODY wants food 
wasted. Neither does anybody 
want to eat much of what he does 
not like, or to eat more than he 
feels he needs. When children 
eat under pressure of any kind, 
something valuable and nourish- 
ing is lost though the last spoon- 
ful is eaten. That something is 
not tangible but it is highly im 
portant to digestion and nourish- 
ment. 

Happiness is the best condiment 
any meal can have. It ‘will make 
even the green vegetables go 
down more easily. Nobody wants 
to eat because somebody else is 
forcing him to do so. If eating 
is the ordinary thing it ought to 
be, there is not so much feeling 
about liking or not liking, about 
eating or not eating, and the food 
on the table, in a happy atmos- 
phere, will be eaten without too 
much thinking about it. Feeling 
about eating is highly important. 
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TO CREATE the right feeling 
at mealtime, somebody must take 
thought. about the ccoking, not 
forgetting the preparation, so that 
the dish will look, smell and taste 
wonderful. Somebody must set 
the table so it speaks of beauty 
and somebody must preside at the 
table with love and dignity. That 
is not an easy recipe, but once 
it has been mastered there will 
be little trouble about the whole 
matter. 

Small portions are best for chil- 
dren. A large portion discour- 
ages them from the start. It 
looks so much, and the much- 
ness of it destroys its appeal. 
Serve little and often and don’t 
press anybody beyond his ca- 
pacity. Allow for a difference in 
tastes. If carrots are not wel- 
comed, be content to have a small 
portion eaten and next time serve 
another vegetable in their stead. 
Children understand considera- 
tion and will co-operate with it 
sooner than with force.

My final call was at the chan- 
fellery of the American embassy 
to meet members of the staff. 
Then I went to lunch with about 
70 members of the press and an- 
swered questions a little in the 
spirit of Tommy Tucker who had 
to sing for his supper. 

Back at the Prime Minister's 
house I saw a representative of 
Indonesia for a few minutes who 
tended me a warm invitation to 
spend two weeks in Indonesia in- 
stead of two days on my way 
home and to lecture throughout 
the country. I was sorry I had 
to explain that I was bound to 
return to the United States on a 
certain date and could not change 
my schedule. 

Then I sat down to sign what 
looked like a mountain of auto- 
graph books and I got through 
only half of them when I had 
to leave for the plane.

AT A LITTLE AFTER 4, with 
heavy drops falling from the 
blackest clouds one can imagine 
and a storm wind blowing, we 
took off for Jamnagar. The rain 
and hail fell upon us for a few 
minutes and then we were out of 
it. Head winds made us late for 
our arrival and it already was a 
little after 8 p.m. when we left 
the plane to be greeted by the 
Jamsaheb and the Maharanee. 

I was fairly buried in garlands 
of flowers but finally I was 
greeted by everybody and got 
off for our short drive to the 
guest house. This is a fabulous 
place, with rooms in which one 
almost loses oneself just going 
from one to the other, but I had 
little time to think of anything 
except changing as quickly as 
possible into an evening dress 
since they were waiting for us 
to go out. 

We went down to see some 
little girls from the nearby vil- 
lages dance on the lawn, with 
floodlights illuminating the scene. 
We sat.in the cool of the eve- 
ning and listened to young voices 
sing and watched a variety of 
dances ‘in which the arms were 
most gracefully used. 

Then we went in to dinner 
and returned later to see two 
groups of male dancers—one some 
farmers from a village 29 miles 
away and one a group of mountain 
people who lived near the shore 
and were fishermen as well as 
mountaineers. Both groups were 
extraordinary in their dancing and 
singing and the costumes were 
colorful and interesting. The 
mountain people came from 114 
miles away! 

One still feels that the Jam- 
saheb is the father of his people 
or is regarded as such by all ,of 
them though he handed over his 
particular holdings and is now 
governor of a far larger province.

Fish, Meat 


Are Equal.in 
Nourishment 


By Edith M. Barber 


é¢S fish as nourishing as 
| meat: My husband says it 
just can’t be. I think that 

he wants to believe this because 
he likes meat so much. He just 
doesn’{ realize how expensive it 
is. Can you settle our argument?” 
While no two types of food are 
exactly the same, these two have 
so much in common that the wife 
should be proclaimed the winner. 

Most of us choose meat when 
we can get it because we like its 
flavor. Few of us think much 
about the nutrients that it sup- 
plies. We simply take for granted 
that any animal food will supply 
the human animal with what it 
needs and better than anything 
else. Fish belongs to the animal 
kingdom and furnishes protein, 
the muscle building material, in 
about the same percentage as 
does meat. The minerals and the 
vitamins vary in amounts. On one 
count, salt water fish ranks par- 
ticularly high as it is a good 
source of iodine that is not plen- 
tiful in inland regions. 

Our principal reason for using 
fish as an alternate for meat is 
the fact that it is often less ex- 
pensive. Spe@ial care must be 
used in preparing it for the table. 
All fish is tender and must have 
a short cooking, as otherwise it 
will be dry. It must be cooked 
at the last moment :f it is to be 
at its best. Fortunately, it takes 
but a short time to broil or to 
saute and these are the most fre- 
Saar used methods for cook- 
ng. 

Restaurants that specialize in 
fish cook it only to order as this 
insures satisfied customers. In 
the home kitchen cooking should 
not be started until the family 
has asseimlled. They will not 
mind waiting 10 or 15 minutes 
for well cooked fish. Fillets, 
whether fresh or frcezen, are par- 
ticularly popular because they 
need su little handling to be made 
ready for cooking. If you are 
serving a sauce it can be made 
beforehand. Often a sauce is an 
extra .hat increases the satisfac- 
tion of your family customers. 

Broiled Fish. 

Dip <illets in salad oil or brush 
liberally. Place on sheet of foil 
on broiler rack or in shallow pan. 
Broil three inches from the heat 
until fish flakes when tried with 
a fork. Season with salt and pep- 
per. Remove to heated platter 
and drench with melted butter 
or serve with sauce. Fish fillets 
need not be turned. Fish steaks 
should be turned after they have 
browned on one side,
